Marching On 

A top March of Dimes fundraiser will take it a step further

The top family team from 
the 2014 March for Babies 
in Greater Louisville will take 
steps to have an even greater 
impact on the March of Dimes 
fundraiser again this year. 

The Perrys of Eminence 
will participate in the May 9 
event at the Big Four Lawn in 
Louisville’s Waterfront Park. 
This signals Aimee Perry’s 
ninth year of participating in 
many March of Dimes activi¬ 
ties, after her first son, Ryan, 
was born prematurely in 2006. 

At first, Perry simply wanted 
to understand the events that 
put her son’s and her life in 
jeopardy, as well as understand 
how it would affect her son’s 
life. Then, she saw ways to help 
other families with prematurity 
and infant loss and childhood 


birth defects. 

“They’re promoting healthier 
babies and longer pregnan¬ 
cies,” Perry said of March 
of Dimes. “I had almost lost 
my life, along with him being 
hospitalized in the [neonatal 
intensive care unit] for two 
weeks. He was in one hospital 
in Louisville, and I was in the 
hospital in Shelbyville at the 
same time. 

“I basically was looking 
for why my pregnancy ended 
early without any reason. I did 
everything the doctors told me 
to, took my vitamins, went to 
my classes, read my books.” 

A visit to sharemystory.org, 
operated by March of Dimes 
volunteers, provided a place 
where Perry could post about 
her experiences and learn from 
others.

NC may 
hike 
fees for 
some

Barring a

The most famous U.S. Post Office 
in Henry County will close, but at 
least one person is holding out for a 
miracle. 

Many holiday revelers from near 
and far have sought out the special 
Christmas postmark from Bethlehem, 
Ky., since it started in the 1940s. 
That’s only one of the ways the com¬ 
munity post office is special, said 
Charles Spencer Wood, who serves as 
postmaster relief there. 

Moving out of the post office will 
happen by the end of the month, 
Postmaster John Donnelly confirms.

Henry County media students won 
State Student Technology Leadership 
Program awards after sharing their cin¬ 
ematic vision in the educational contest. 

Izabelle Miller and Justice Kirk entered 
their haunting public service announce¬ 
ment against teen drinking and driving 
and took first place. 

Terralynn Smith, Bo Wagner, Frankie 
Taylor and Rachel Vegh won second 
place in features for “The Vamp and The 
Falcon,” a silent film homage that follows 
a gangster-and-moll couple who victimize 
an unsuspecting bartender. 

The Kentucky Department of 


Education’s Student Technology 
Leadership Program, or STLP for short, 
uses project-based learning opportuni¬ 
ties to empower student learning and 
achievement through use of and creation 
of technology-based solutions to school 
and community needs across a variety of 
platforms, according to information from 
the state. 

With many powerful visuals and quick 
edits, the PSA shows the downfall of a 
teen leaving a party after drinking — 
grabbing a set of keys off a table with sev¬ 
eral empty beers and then cranking up her 
car’s ignition.

“More than answers, 

I found a community 
where I could give back 
and help,” she said. 

Perry has flown all 
over the country to 
Share Union get togeth- 
ers through March of 
Dimes. Plus, she’s been 
to Washington, D.C. to 
advocate for healthier 
babies. 

When volunteering 
for the NICU Family 
Support at Norton 
Hospital in Louisville, 
Perry provided a service 
for parents of premature 
children by document¬ 
ing their time there in 
photographs, she said. 
This records moments 
that might have been 
lost otherwise, because 
the hospital doesn’t 
take the babies’ pictures 
until they’re ready to be 
released. 

Perry can’t forget the 
premie she photographed 
who was so small that her 
father’s wedding ring fit 
on her wrist like a brace¬ 
let. 

Watching several of 
the children make prog¬ 
ress since seeing them in 
the hospital has warmed 
Perry’s heart. 

“I’ve kept in touch 
with parents and watched 
their babies grow up after 
taking their pictures in 
the NICU,” she said. “It 
helps me heal.” 

The family support 
group also works on 
Hug-a-palooza, which 
promotes skin-to-skin 
contact to help the 
babies, feeds pie to par¬ 
ents to celebrate Pi Day 
on 3-14 and host food 
and fellowship during 
parent hours. 

Her activism contin¬ 
ued when Perry was 
pregnant with her third 
son, Eligh. Perry believes 
the 2-year-old is better 
known in Eminence than 
she is, as his grandfather, 
G.W. Perry, takes him 
along to the bank every 
day, gets the boy a lolli¬ 
pop from the tellers there 
and makes the rounds 
during errands. 

Doctors had to take 
preventive measures to 
keep him from being

Headlights shine on 
a child running into the 
road, chasing a ball, just 
as the impaired driver 
approaches. Cut to the 
teen mourning at the 
child’s grave as her ghost 
stands by the driver’s 
side. 

“If you’re underage, 
the pressures to try alco¬ 
hol are real,” flashes a 
message onscreen at the 
end of the video. “So are 
the consequences.” 

Miller drew out story¬ 
boards to plot the scenes, 
did the filming in a day 
and edited it together 
using Final Cut Pro on 
the project that origi¬ 
nated in teacher Steve 
Galyon’s media class. 

Her sister Kirk played the 
teen. 

“Her project is to 
make a PSA, and we 
thought drunk driving 
was a problem,” Kirk 
said. 

Miller told the story 
in visuals with no spoken 
dialog, thinking every¬ 
body would be able to 
relate to the images. 

She felt really excited 
to bring home her first- 
place plaque. 

“I couldn’t believe my 
PSA won,” she said. “I 
was proud that people 
got the chance to see 


born too early, Perry 
said. The family lost 
Eligh’s twin early in 
thepregnancy. Later, the 
family found out when 
Eligh was 10 months 
he had a birth defect 
that required surgery to 
untangle his intestines 
right before Christmas 
2013. 

Early on in their March 
of Dimes involvement, 
the Perrys set up their 
family fundraising team 
called Ryan’s Rangers, 
she said. Their first time 
out, they raised $3,000 
in six week. In the year 
following, they raised 
$ 11 , 000 . 

“So, we’ve been walk¬ 
ing every year and to 
date we’ve raised over 
$30,000 for March of 
Dimes,” Perry said. 

“Last year, we were the 
top family team in the 
Greater Louisville area. 
We raised $9,685. Never 
underestimate a mom on 
a mission.” 

Part of the credit for 
the Perry’s successful 
fundraising effort last 
year goes to Ryan’s class¬ 
mates and teachers at 
Eminence Independent 
Schools. Perry said she 
challenged Ryan’s fellow 
second-graders to pie 


her in the face by being 
the student to raise the 
most. 

As a result, the class 
brought in more than 
$506 and Hayley 
Whitaker got to throw 
the pie. 

This year, Perry is 
reaching out to even 
more elementary classes. 

“I decided to go big¬ 
ger,” she explained. “It’s 
what I do — I’m a glut¬ 
ton for punishment.” 

Community members 
who want to contribute 
to the cause for March 
of Dimes can give to 
Perry’s team or form one 
of their own. 

“One in nine babies 
are born too soon,” 

Perry said. “They’re 
making progress but 
they still have a long way 
to go. There’s no better 
way to honor our babies 
than to make sure they 
all get a healthy start. 
This is my ninth year, 
so I’m in it. I’m in it for 
the long haul — until 
there’s an end.”

required lots of takes 
and retakes to capture 
her vision on film, which 
meant Wagner getting 
bludgeoned several times 
before the scene looked 
right, the students said. 

Taylor wanted to act 
in this feature because he 
knew with Smith direct¬ 
ing, it would be a good 
production. 

In fact, both Smith 
and Vegh, along with 
Micah Lineman, earned 
a National Academy 
of Television Arts and 
Sciences last year for 
their documentary, “The 
Seventh Work of Mercy,” 
on Trinity High School 
students who serve as 
pallbearers for homeless 
or financially struggling 
Louisville residents. 


“That’s kind of our 
goal for all the videos 
we produce — to make 
great stories and win 
awards,” Smith said. 

Galyon feels proud of 
what his students accom¬ 
plished. 

“These young men and 
ladies worked extremely 
hard on these projects,” 
he said. “They’re both 
very different. The PSA 
had great angles and told 
a powerful story. That’s 
the most important 
aspect of our work - tell¬ 
ing a story. The kids that 
produced the original 
movie did a fantastic job 
making it look like an 
early silent movie, right 
down to the scenery and 
props. Their acting was 
great.” 


that.” 

While Miller hasn’t 
been able to narrow 
down her future career 
choices from filmmaker, 
lawyer or therapist, earn¬ 
ing the video STLP 
award has encouraged 
her to think about con¬ 
tinuing down this cre¬ 
ative path. 

As juniors, both Miller 
and Kirk have taken 
Galyon’s media class in 
all three years of high 
school and plan to con¬ 
tinue into their senior 
year. She credits her 
teacher with this award¬ 


winning turn. 

“Mr. Galyon’s taught 
me pretty much every¬ 
thing that I know,” 
Miller said. 

The black-and-white 
feature “The Vamp and 
The Falcon” harkened 
back to the days of the 
silent movie and found 
the inspiration for the 
story in that era, too. 

Directed by Smith, 
it follows the plot of a 
glamorous flapper girl 
(Vegh) who chooses 
a flirtatious bartender 
(Wagner) over a gang¬ 
ster-type (Taylor). But

Training a horse to walk up into a livestock trailer on its own is a process, as was demonstrated by Mary 
Rose Sawicki of the Dark Horse Training Center in Simpsonville. Sawicki led the horse into working circles 
outside of the trailer, then eased the horse, Cya, to the edge of the trailer to ask her to step inside. When 
the horse refused, Sawicki would work the horse in circles again. "We want the horse to understand that 
outside of the trailer is work and inside the trailer is pleasant,” Sawicki explained. After a few attempts, 
Cya understood what the trainer was asking of her and walked up onto the trailer without hesitation.

A few counties have 
pinned their hopes 
for job growth and 
made a political point 
of passing local “right 
to work” laws, but 
the Kentucky Center 
for Economic Policy 
researchers say such 
laws could make the 
labor and wages situ¬ 
ation worse instead of 
better. 

With half the states 
in the union having 
adopted these laws, any 
impact of new local 
and state governments 
introducing their own 
ordinances or statutes 
would be too diluted 
to matter, accord¬ 
ing to information 
from KCEP’s Anna 
Baumann. 

What RTW laws 
actually do is prohibit 
union and employers 
from writing into their 
workers’ contracts a 
provision requiring 
those “employees who 
benefit from union 
representation to pay

their fair share toward 
those costs,” the 
KCEP report says. “By 
creating ‘free-riders,’ 
or workers who receive 
but do not pay toward 
the better wages, 
benefits and working 
conditions that unions 
bargain for.... RTW 
undermines workers’ 
ability to band together 
for better treatment.” 

While it’s become 
politically popular to 
raise a right to work 
banner in an argu¬ 
ment for generating 
industrial and business 
development, research 
findings don’t support 


the idea that compa¬ 
nies will create scads of 
jobs in response. 

If that were so, 
a reasonable per¬ 
son could expect all 
RTW states bordering 
Kentucky to surmount 
the Bluegrass State in 
attracting manufactur¬ 
ing jobs. 

But that’s not 
the case, the KCEP 
report noted. With 
Kentucky’s manufac¬ 
turing sector account¬ 
ing for 12.4 percent of 
all employment here, 
the state’s manufac¬ 
turing job base ranks 
eighth highest in the 
country and 3.6 per¬ 
centage points higher 
than the national aver¬ 
age. 

Researchers included 
a chart showing the 
trend of manufactur¬ 
ing job creation in 
Kentucky outperform¬ 
ing that in neighboring 
RTW states Virginia 
and Tennessee since 
around December 


2011 . 

A recent Economic 
Policy Institute study 
probed whether 
Oklahoma’s 2001 
RTW law has gener¬ 
ated any measureable 
difference there on 
employment and dis¬ 
covered none. 

“Since half of states 
are RTW and most 
have been for a long 
time, any state adopt¬ 
ing the law today will 
not gain much of a 
competitive edge in 
attracting new jobs,” 
the KCEP analysis said. 
“That’s because there 
are a limited number 
of firms whose primary 
location concerns are 
weaker unions and 
cheaper labor, and they 
have 25 RTW states to 
choose from.” 

The trend for com¬ 
panies wishing to cut 
domestic produc¬ 
tion costs has been 
to close U.S. plants 
altogether and move 
overseas. KCEP noted 


that China’s strategies 
to keep its country’s 
goods cheap have 
a greater impact on 
Kentucky jobs than 
right to work laws. 

Where right to work 
might have the great¬ 
est effect on Kentucky 
involves bringing 
downward pressure on 
the state’s already low 
wages, the report said. 
Kentucky ranks the 
third lowest in median 
wage in the nation, 
behind only right-to- 
work states Mississippi 
and Arkansas. 

RTW states have 
hourly wages that are 
3.2 percentage points 
lower, adding up to 
$1,500 lower pay for 
each employee per 
year, KCEP said, citing 
findings by the U.S. 
Department of Labor 
for the Economic 
Policy Institute. 
Workers in RTW states 
are also less likely to 
have health insurance 
through their employ¬ 


er. 

“By weakening 
worker representation, 
RTW threatens to 
harm wages further,” 
KCEP concludes. 

“And stagnant or 
declining wages can 
also mean fewer jobs 
due to the resulting 
decline in consumer 
spending. On aver¬ 
age, a $1 million drop 
in wages amounts to 
about six fewer jobs in 
local economies.” 

Warren, Todd and 
Boone counties have 
the distinction of being 
the first local govern¬ 
ments to join in with 
the 25 RTW states, but 
those decisions appear 
to be based on wishful 
thinking. 

That’s the problem 
with making decisions 
solely based on a gut 
feeling with no solid 
proof. On the topic of 
right to work, legisla¬ 
tors and magistrates 
appear to be chasing 
their political tales. 


Kentucky’s efforts toward energy efficiency 


Even before it 
became a state in 1792, 
Kentucky’s energy 
potential was well- 
known. 

It all began in 
1750, when Dr. 

Thomas Walker, one of 
Kentucky’s early explor¬ 
ers, discovered coal here, 
and our profile began 
expanding significantly 
40 years later, when the 
first commercial coal 
mine opened in what is 
now Lee County. 

Our contributions 
have only grown since 
then, of course. We are 
now third among the 
states in coal production, 
but we’re also pioneers 
in other ways, from 
building the nation’s first 
energy-neutral schools 
to leading the way in 
researching such areas 
as renewable energy and 
the next generation of 
batteries. 

These facts and many 
more are now just a click 
away at the Kentucky 
Energy and Environment 
Cabinet’s website (ener- 
gy.ky.gov), which last 
month unveiled a virtual 



RickRand 
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tour that spans two-plus 
centuries of milestones. 

That timeline is 
poised to grow even 
more because of work 
that has been done just 
since the holidays. In 
December, for example, 
the state Public Service 
Commission approved a 
new 10-megawatt solar 
installation in Mercer 
County, the first of 
its kind for a utility in 
Kentucky. 

Once complete, the 
$36 million operation 
will be able to power 
the equivalent of 8,000 
homes and will comple¬ 
ment similar solar instal¬ 
lations being built and 


operated by the U.S. 
Army at Fort Knox and 
Fort Campbell. 

Shortly after the cabi¬ 
net’s timeline was intro¬ 
duced, Gov. Beshear 
announced that five 
businesses across the 
state, including Toyota, 
had achieved ENERGY- 
STAR certification, put¬ 
ting them in an elite 
group when it comes 
to energy conservation. 
Combined, these five 
manufacturers have cut 
back enough power to 
run 58,000 homes. 

The ENERGY-STAR 
designation is growing 
increasingly common 
here in Kentucky. We 
have more than 270 
schools that qualify, 
and a few weeks ago, 
Louisville moved up 
to 24th among the 
nation’s metro areas in 
the number of buildings 
meeting these guide¬ 
lines. Elizabethtown/ 
Fort Knox and Bowling 
Green, meanwhile, 
placed among the top 
five cities in their cat¬ 
egories. All told, these 
three communities are 


home to 100 of these 
buildings. 

During this year’s 
legislative session, the 
General Assembly voted 
overwhelmingly for two 
new energy-related laws 
that will help us build 
on these gains. The 
first updates Kentucky’s 
oil- and gas-drilling 
regulations for the first 
time in more than a 
generation, which will 
help Kentuckians be bet¬ 
ter prepared as we see 
a growing use of what 
is known as fracking, a 
process that taps natural 
gas and oil deep under¬ 
ground. 

This law has the back¬ 
ing of both energy and 
environmental groups, 
and among other things, 
it calls on energy com¬ 
panies to notify nearby 
landowners of any 
planned fracking opera¬ 
tions and to undertake 
baseline water testing. 

It is worth noting 
that the Energy and 
Environment Cabinet 
announced early this 
month that, in the wake 
of this law, it is in the 


early stages of planning 
three meetings across 
the state to gauge pub¬ 
lic opinion about the 
expected growth of oil 
and gas production in 
Kentucky. 

Although their market 
share here is smaller than 
coal, these two fossil 
fuels nonetheless bring 
in a considerable amount 
of money. Industry fig¬ 
ures show that they gen¬ 
erated more than $600 
million in sales in 2013. 

In the other new 
energy-related law this 
year, communities will 
now have a chance to 
help qualified business 
owners upgrade their 
older buildings by allow¬ 
ing these businesses to 
obtain financing that will 
be paid back through a 
voluntary assessment on 
their annual property 
taxes. More than 30 
states have passed similar 
laws, and during testi¬ 
mony on the bill, it was 
reported that Fifth Third 
Bank has set aside $200 
million for this program 
nationally. 

In addition to this new 


legislation, the General 
Assembly also voted 
unanimously this year 
to establish a task force 
that will study the effect 
of federal environmental 
regulations and policies 
on the affordability and 
reliability of electric¬ 
ity generation here in 
Kentucky. Its report is 
due by the end of 2016. 

As these new laws 
and examples show, 
Kentucky has come 
a long way over the 
decades when it comes 
to meeting our country’s 
energy needs. While 
there are certainly chal¬ 
lenges facing us, these 
examples also prove that 
we are also doing all we 
can to overcome them 
and are succeeding in 
many ways.

Closing the food gap in Kentucky thanks to local organizations and volunteers 


In recognition of 
National Volunteer 
Month, the Kentucky 
Association of Food 
Banks would like to 
honor the thousands of 
people in Kentucky who 
dedicate themselves to 
taking action against 
hunger. 

The 800 local chari¬ 
table feeding organiza¬ 
tions in our network 
rely on a volunteer 
workforce to ensure that 
they can serve their cli¬ 
ents. Each week 19,900 
volunteers provide aid 
to food programs in the 
Commonwealth. The 
volunteers contribute a 


total of 81,200 hours per 
week. 

Quite simply, food 
banks could not do what 
they do without the sup¬ 
port from these faithful 
volunteers. 

A new report from 
Feeding America, Map 
the Meal Gap 2015, 
provides a framework to 
demonstrate just how 
crucial this support from 
volunteers is to the chari¬ 
table feeding network in 
Kentucky. 

The report details the 
startling rate of food 
insecurity experienced by 
residents of Kentucky. 
Food insecurity is the 


U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s measure 
of lack of access at times 
to enough food for an 
active, healthy life for all 
household members. 

According to the 
report, 16 percent of 
residents of Kentucky 
struggle with hunger. 
Harlan County has the 
highest rate of food 
insecurity in the state, at 
23.4 percent. 

Children are at a high¬ 
er risk of food insecurity. 
The study shows that an 
astounding 22 percent of 
Kentucky’s children are 
food-insecure. Fourteen 
Kentucky counties have 


childhood food insecu¬ 
rity rates of 30 percent 
or higher. That’s simply 
unacceptable. 

The report also reveals 
that in 117 of 120 coun¬ 
ties in Kentucky, there 
are food-insecure indi¬ 
viduals whose level of 
income prevents them 
from qualifying for fed¬ 
eral nutrition assistance. 
In other words, they 
earn too little to have 
consistent access to 
healthy food but they 
earn too much to qualify 
for programs such as the 
Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program (food 
stamps), the Special 


Supplemental Nutrition 
Program for Women 
Infants and Children 
(WIC), or free school 
meals. 

These individuals who 
are food-insecure but 
who earn too much to 
qualify for federal nutri¬ 
tion programs turn to 
food banks to help put 
food on the table. Our 
members are struggling 
to keep up with the 
demand for food assis¬ 
tance. Fifty-six percent 
of the agencies in our 
network saw an increase 
in the volume of clients 
served over the prior 
year. 


Support from volun¬ 
teers to help gather food 
resources and distribute 
it to hungry families is 
crucial to food banks. We 
are grateful for the nearly 
20,000 Kentuckians 
each week who take 
action against hunger. 

We believe that together, 
we can solve hunger in 
Kentucky.

Backyard Politics 


Scott stands out as other 
GOP gubernatorial can¬ 
didates struggle to distin¬ 
guish themselves during 
anOldham Co. debate.

LA GRANGE — Only 
hours after Kentucky’s 
junior Sen. Rand Paul, 
announced his bid for 
the U.S. presidency April 
7 from the lavish perch 
of Louisville’s historic 
Galt House, the wooden 
pews of La Grange 
Baptist Church were 
filled with the faithful. 

Roughly 150 mem¬ 
bers of the local polit- 
erati gathered to listen 
as Kentucky’s four 
Republican gubernato¬ 
rial candidates — Matt 
Bevin, James Comer, Hal 
Heiner and Will T. Scott 
— pleaded their cases 
at the Oldham County 
GOP Women’s Club 
Debate. 

Though the event was 
not an actual debate — 
no points were awarded, 
no winner declared — 
the four candidates were 
still afforded the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak on their 
positions and compete 
for the attention of the 
conservative crowd. 

The candidates strug¬ 
gled to distinguish them¬ 
selves from one another 
and expressed tight 
agreement on multiple 
issues. 

All four said they want 
to allow charter schools 
to operate in the state, 
prevent federal environ¬ 
mental regulations from 
impacting the coal indus¬ 
try and restore the voting 
rights of former felons. 

Outlined here are 
those issues where the 
candidates’ positions 
grew distinct from one 


another. 

Pension 

Among the questions 
posed, candidates were 
asked about their plans 
to manage Kentucky’s 
$14 billion unfunded 
pension liability. 

Comer, who has pre¬ 
viously called for a full 
audit of the state’s ailing 
pension system by State 
Auditor Adam Edelen, 
urged for a privatization 
of the pension system. 
Heiner agreed. 

Bevin, who has worked 
in the pension manage¬ 
ment industry, called for 
a freeze on pensions. 

“We’ve got to require 
more of our current 
workers in helping shore 
up their own retirement 
in the future,” he said, 
adding that the state 
should move toward a 
401 (k)-style retirement 
plan. 

“We can’t change it. 
We can’t do away with 
it,” argued Scott of 
Kentucky’s current pen¬ 
sion system. Scott then 
proposed a constitutional 
amendment to allow 
expanded gambling in 
the state with a portion 
of the revenues used to 
fund pensions. 

L.O.S.T. 

Although it failed 
to pass the Kentucky 
General Assembly during 
the 2015 session, one 
topic where candidates 
diverged was the pro¬ 
posed Local Option Sales 
Tax that would allow 
voters to decide whether 
to implement a tempo¬ 
rary one-percent sales tax 
to fund local projects. 

Despite the mea¬ 
sure receiving widely 
bi-partisan support 


among Democrats and 
Republicans, Scott was 
the only Republican in 
favor of the proposal at 
the debate. 

“You have about 16 
projects that are submit¬ 
ted to the legislature 
every year. Only about 
four of them are ever 
going to get approved. 
Then the second year 
(of Kentucky’s bien¬ 
nial budget cycle) you 
get four more, so that’s 
eight,” said Scott. “So it 
helps local communities 
do those things that they 
want to for economic 
development.” 

Tax Reform 

The sales tax ques¬ 
tion opened the door 
for a more thorough 
discussion on the overall 
reform of Kentucky’s 
outdated tax code. All 
of the candidates sup¬ 
port reducing corporate 
taxes to varying degrees, 
though a few differences 
emerged. 

Bevin’s strategy is to 
get rid of inheritance 
taxes, reduce corporate 
tax rates and “broaden 
the tax base.” 

Often heard in the 
2012 presidential elec¬ 
tion cycle, broadening 
the tax base means cut¬ 
ting certain individual tax 
rates while scaling back 
tax credits and deduc¬ 
tions to make up for the 
difference in revenues to 
the state. 

Comer said he’d 
“reduce government 
spending by 15 percent,” 
eventually getting to full 
tax reform, a Herculean 
task given Kentucky’s 
ranking as the third most 
federally dependent state 
in WalletHub’s 2015 
study. 


Heiner launched into a 
well-practiced speech on 
job creation, proposing 
cutting corporate taxes as 
a baseline for all reform. 

Scott broke away from 
other candidates alto¬ 
gether, advocating for 5 
to 6 percent corporate 
tax rate and warning that 
if the legislature opened 
up the state’s tax code 
for reform purposes a 
free-for-all would occur 
among legislators angling 
to secure tax rates favor¬ 
able to their own dis¬ 
tricts. 

Expanded Medicaid 

Nationally applauded 
for its success in enroll¬ 
ing more than 400,000 
uninsured Kentuckians, 
Democratic Gov. Steve 
Beshear’s state healthcare 
exchange, Kynect, was 
roundly criticized by all 
candidates during the 
debate. 

The costs of Kynect 
are scheduled to shift 
to the state incremen¬ 
tally as the returns on 
investment stabilize. The 
state will pay 5 percent 
of costs in 2017, rising 
until costs are capped 
at 10 percent in 2020. 

An extensive study by 
PricewaterhouseCoopers, 
which projects that 
Kynect will pay for itself 
by 2021, remains at the 
center of partisan argu¬ 
ments. 

Scott opened the topic 
by offering that while the 
federal program would 
have to be dealt with in 
Washington D.C., he 
favors allowing patients 
to deduct healthcare 
expenses via tax credit. 

Heiner punted on the 
question. He didn’t offer 
a plan, or what he would 
do to manage expanded 


Medicaid costs in the 
state, but took shots at 
Beshear for using federal 
funds to establish Kynect. 

Meanwhile, Comer 
came straight out of the 
gate with, “Obamacare 
is the worst piece of 
legislation in my entire 
lifetime.” 

Keeping his answer 
brief, Comer emphasized 
the need to increase the 
number of insurance-pro¬ 
viding jobs in the state in 
order to move more peo¬ 
ple off of Medicaid ser¬ 
vices and referred attend¬ 
ees to examine his full 
plan available in detail 
at his campaign website, 
j amescomer. com. 

Bevin, on the other 
hand, pushed for an all- 
out dismantling of the 
state-controlled health¬ 
care exchange, Kynect. 
He proposed (as he has 
in the past) that the state 
shift all control and fund¬ 
ing of the program to 
the federal government. 

Indiana's Quandary 

With public out¬ 
cry against Indiana’s 
Religious Freedom 
Restoration Act still 
recent and loud, the can¬ 
didates wasted no time in 
agreeing with each other 
that they support the 
controversial act given 
the chance. 

“There was absolutely 
nothing discriminatory 
whatsoever in that piece 
of legislation, “ Bevin 
said. “And for anyone — 
the Governor of Indiana 
or anyone else — to be 
held to apologize for it, I 
think, is insane.” 

Comer responded 
with full-throated sup¬ 
port: “I strongly support 
Kentucky’s religious 
freedom bill. It does not 
need to be amended... 


This is a Christian nation 
and a Christian state, 
founded by Christian 
leaders.” 

And Heiner echoed 
back the same sentiment: 
“I believe in the freedom 
of religious expression 
and it shouldn’t end at 
the doors of the church.” 

But Scott, arguably 
the most qualified to 
weigh in on the topic, 
was frank with the crowd 
gathered in the church, 
telling them that state 
statutes meant to regu¬ 
late certain religious legal 
exemptions can’t trump 
constitutional protections 
against discrimination. 

“Sometimes we may 
not like it, but it’s the 
law,” he said. 

Scott told the crowd 
how Kentucky’s ver¬ 
sion of the “religious 
freedom” law began 
as a response to state- 
regulated safety signs on 
the horse-drawn carriages 
of Mennonite and Amish 
families using state roads. 

The state requires 
such vehicles to be 
emblazoned with a gar¬ 
ish orange triangle to 
enhance their visibility, 
while the families argued 
for a modest silver-gray 
reflective sign, more in 
line with their religious 
prohibition on loud col¬ 
ors. 

In a five-justice 
majority, the Kentucky 
Supreme Court eventu¬ 
ally decided in 2012 that 
the need for highway 
safety outweighed the 
religious freedoms of the 
Amish. 

It was a precedent¬ 
setting example of reli¬ 
gious compromises made 
on behalf of the public 
good. But, constitution¬ 
alist or no, Scott himself 
wrote the dissenting 
opinion.

lage post office where 
customers can buy 
stamps and send flat rate 
mail, officials will install 
the bank of P.O. boxes 
and the mail collection 
boxes there soon. 

For money orders and 
non-flat-rate package 
shipping, customers will 
have to go to other post 
offices in Henry County. 

This situation dif¬ 
fers from the last talk of 
closing when the postal 
service proposed a sig¬ 
nificant restructuring in 
order to save money. 

This time, the lease for 
the rural post office will 
not be renewed. Wood 
doubts the USPS would 
invest in building a new 
office or renovating 
another space for another 
post office in Bethlehem. 


“We have to move 
things out and pack 
things up, just in case 
that happens,” Wood 
said. “It might be one 
of those situations where 
this might be the end 
for real, but miracles 
do happen, especially in 
Bethlehem.” 

Wood has talked to 
state Rep. Tom Riner 
about the situation and 
put up a sign about 
the post office closing 
in his other place of 
work, Norm’s Grocery 
in Eminence, in hopes 
Bethlehem may be 
spared again. 

Not only can custom¬ 
ers ask for the special 
postmark, they can see 
the manger scene from 
the post office. 

“I’m one of those peo¬ 
ple — I’d love to see the 
post office stay open,” 
Wood said. “Not only 
do I get to do a job that 
I love, I get to do it for 


people that I love. When 
you get a job at a place 
like that it’s not like any 
other post office. It’s got 
a legacy. It’s got a tradi¬ 
tion.” 

The Bethlehem name 
carries special meaning 
for many people, he said. 
Wood believes it’s one of 
the landmarks of Henry 
County is known for. 


Many people in the 
community still depend 
on the mail in order to 
get their prescription 
medicines, Wood noted. 
The post office across 
the road provides much 
more convenience than 
the one four or so miles 
away by vehicle. 

This isn’t any one per¬ 
son’s fault, he stressed. 


There’s no villain here, 
but everyone stands to 
lose. 

“This is a service that 
we’ve got out here in 
the middle of nowhere,” 
Wood said. “I can still 
walk in here and say 
here’s my 49 cents. Send 
my letter out.” 

With the postal service 
creating new services 
to benefit customers, 
like online Click and 
Ship parcel shipping 
from home, Wood said 
USPS is on better foot¬ 
ing today. He looked 
forward to promoting 
those new offerings, as 
well as concentrating on 
Bethlehem’s Christmas 
connection, working 
on the retail products, 
implementing a competi¬ 
tively priced wrapping 
station and providing 
great customer service. 
Wood saw potential 
to grow the local post 
office’s business. 


“I still get a lot of 
mail and parcels through 
here,” Wood said. 
“There’s a lot of people 
out there who still need 
a post office. If it closes 
down nobody wins — 
the post office doesn’t 
win, the people that 
own the building don’t 
win, the customers don’t 
win. If it goes away, it’s 
gone.” 

As far as Donnelly is 
concerned, the move 
will not end the special 
Bethlehem Christmas 
postmark. There are still 
many volunteers who 
want to help with that, 
too. 

“This year, I’m 
sure we’ll still do the 
Bethlehem stamp,” he 
said. “We’ll do it out of 
Pleasureville. We’ll prob¬ 
ably keep doing it as 
long as I’m here or until 
somebody tells me to 
stop.” 


HIKE 
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However, businesses 
that “might have the 
potential to cause the 
city more operational 
money or security” 
including payday loan 
operations, pawnshops, 
places of entertainment, 
secondhand jewelry deal¬ 
erships or secondhand 
stores would be assessed 
an annual fee of $1,500, 
according to the ordi¬ 
nance drafted by city 
attorney Joe Yates. 

Antique stores would 
be exempt, but charitable 
organizations would not, 
a detail not provided in 
the existing ordinance. 

Some commissioners 
were uncomfortable with 
that dollar amount and 
posed questions. 

“Is that $1,500 a little 
steep?” asked commis¬ 
sioner Harry Mitchell. 
“Wouldn’t it be appro¬ 
priate to come up on 
other fees, too?” 

“It’s certainly expen¬ 
sive,” Yates responded. 
“But this ordinance was 
put together with assis¬ 
tance from Kentucky 
League of Cities. It’s not 
uncommon to have this 
kind of ordinance. Is it 
high? Yes. Uncommon? I 
don’t think so.” 

Commissioner Janet 
King said that at a 


recent Kentucky League 
of Cities conference, 
some cities with simi¬ 
lar ordinances set their 
annual fees at $2,000 to 
$2,500. She considered 
the increased fee to be a 
control measure to help 
determine the types of 
businesses the city would 
like to have. 

“This is an historic 
preservation town. We 
want to keep our quaint¬ 
ness,” King said. 

Discussion soon 
centered on the only 
business in the city that 
currently fits into the 
proposed ordinance’s 
requirement to pay the 
increased fee, Henry 
County Helping Hands, 
a secondhand clothing 
store on Main Street. 

“What happens when 
he won’t pay this?” asked 
Mayor Denny Benham. 

Although at the meet¬ 
ing Yates advised the 
ordinance would allow 
the city to “shut down” 
any business that refused 
to pay the established 
business license fee, fur¬ 
ther review clarified that 
any business that did not 
pay the license fee would 
be operating illegally and 
in violation of the ordi¬ 
nance and could be fined 
$250 per day for every 
day the fee goes unpaid. 

As the ordinance was 
discussed, King reiterated 
the proposed increased 
fee was not intended 


to target any individual 
business. 

“It shows us what kind 
of businesses we want in 
our town,” King said. 

“We just want to keep 
the town quaint,” added 
commissioner Linda 
Golden. 

Discussion came to a 
halt when Bob Cook, 
CEO of Henry County 
Helping Hands, suddenly 
appeared at the meet¬ 
ing. The ordinance was 
tabled. City officials had 
planned to take up the 
matter again at a special 
meeting on Monday, 
April 27 at 6:30 p.m., 
but later decided to can¬ 
cel the special meeting. 

After the meeting, 
Cook reacted to the pro¬ 
posal. 

“I think people in this 
county will have a cow 
if they try to charge us a 
$1,500 business license,” 
Cook said. “I think it’d 
be advantageous for 
the city to keep things 
reasonable to bring busi¬ 
nesses in here and not 
run them off.” 

Cook said he felt like 
his business was being 
singled out. 

“It’s politics. They 
want me out of town,” 
Cook said, saying past 
litigation with the county 
had led some to dis¬ 
like him. “They won’t 
hurt me, they’re hurting 
everybody else in the 
county.” 


Cook’s business, aside 
from being a secondhand 
clothing store, supplies 
medical equipment, dis¬ 
tributes food boxes and 
free produce, assists vet¬ 
erans and provides a way 
for day workers to be 
matched with local jobs, 
he said. 

“Nobody here gets 
paid for anything, every¬ 
thing here goes out 
to help people in the 
county,” Cook said. “We 
worked long and hard to 
get this store and be able 
to offer these programs 
to people all over the 
county. How’s that hurt¬ 
ing anybody?” 

After learning of the 
proposed rate increase 
for his business, Cook 
launched a Facebook 
campaign to make people 
aware of the ordinance 
and to ask them to con¬ 
tact city commissioners 
to voice their opinions 
on the matter. 

“We help a lot of 
local people and we’re 
the only ones in town 
doing any business to 
speak of,” Cook said. “I 
wouldn’t have a problem 
with it if they charged 
businesses equally across 
the board. They’re put¬ 
ting the squeeze on us to 
get us out of town.” 

When asked if his 
business would comply 
with the ordinance if 
passed, Cook said the 
matter would have to be 


addressed by his board. 

“But if it was up to 
me, they’d have a fight 
on their hands,” Cook 
said. 

In other business: 

•Commissioner Janet 
King asked the city to 
consider improvements 
and upgrades to its tech¬ 
nology, including the 
city’s website and an 
online payment system. 

King was given approv¬ 
al to contact a consultant 
to review the city’s needs 
and make recommenda¬ 
tions. 

• Commissioners 
approved the contract 
of Richard Jaehnigen to 
serve as the city’s citation 
officer. Jaehnigen will be 
paid $250 per month for 
his services. 

•Mainstreet Manager 
Jeff Thoke announced 
the city would again host 
movie nights during the 
summer months and 
asked the city to sponsor 
one of the movies. The 
city agreed to sponsor 
one movie, not to exceed 
$250. 

•Thoke also advised 
the commission that he 
and city attorney Joe 
Yates had been provid¬ 
ing assistance to the 
Oddfellows, whose his¬ 
toric building suffered 
a partial roof collapse 
during the heavy snows 
in March. As the organi¬ 


zation is the only surviv¬ 
ing chartered Oddfellows 
group in Kentucky and 
their lodge is one of the 
oldest buildings in town, 
Thoke told commission¬ 
ers that is was “critical to 
do whatever we can to 
save the building.” 

• Commissioner 
Phoebe Thurman- 
Thompson provided 
an update on the city’s 
efforts to investigate 
options for additional 
police protection. She 
presented three options: 

•Contract with indi¬ 
vidual Henry County 
Sheriff deputies at the 
rate of $35 per hour dur¬ 
ing times set by the city 

•Ask Richard 
Jaehnigen do some night 
patrols at no extra pay 

•Hire a police officer 

“I would recommend 
exploring the first two 
options, but I want 
citizen input into what 
hours of coverage they 
think are most needed,” 
Thompson said. “This is 
something we can beta 
test.. .It’s more of a liv¬ 
ing, working option than 
hiring a police officer 
that would take a lot of 
resources and if it didn’t 
work out, it’s not some¬ 
thing we want to get 
into.” 

•The city agreed to 
donate $500 to Henry 
County High School’s 
project graduation. 
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Ag students learn during field trips in their community 


Until the new five- 
period day schedule at 
Henry County High 
School, it would have 
been impossible for a 
class to leave campus, 
go somewhere, and 
return in only one or two 
periods, according to a 
news release from the 
school’s ag department. 
But ag teacher Lindsey 
Davie said with the new 
73-minute classes, six 
classes in the agriculture 
department have been 
able to take advantage of 
some local leaders in the 
ag world to give students 
exposure to agriculture 
fields and opportunities 
without even leaving the 
county. 

In the fall, the 
Principles of Agriscience 
students crossed the road 
to the Allison Charolais 
Farm to watch Doctor 
of Veterinary Medicine 
Muncy Pryor work with 
owner John Allison and 
farm Manager David 
Carter to work Allison’s 
herd of Charolais cattle. 
Dr. Pryor explained the 
vaccination program to 
the students and the stu¬ 
dents got to see the cat¬ 
tle being handled proper¬ 
ly, vaccinated, dehorned, 
castrated and tattooed. 
For many students, it is a 
very eye-opening experi¬ 
ence as they have never 
seen livestock up close or 
being worked. Ag teach¬ 
er Lindsey Davie has 
been able to offer this 
trip to her students for 
the last seven years and it 
is always memorable for 
them. 

The Landscaping class 
toured one of the best 
golf courses in the state, 
right down the road 
at the Henry County 
Country Club. Students 
had been studying turf 
management, on which 
the staff at the country 
club are experts. Nick 
Stivers and Cecil Clark 
shared some secrets of 
maintaining beautiful 
greens and fairways, 
showed the unique 
equipment necessary to 
handle the job, and dis¬ 
cussed the variety of tasks 
they complete in the 
winter when the course is 
closed. Students enjoyed 
seeing how the things 
they had studied in class 
were applied in a real- 
world setting. 

As part of their unit on 
fencing, the Agriculture 
Construction students 
watched the skilled work¬ 
ers of Precision Fence 
Company quickly install 
a fence on a local farm. 
Owner Justin Atchison 
brought several samples 
of fencing materials used 
for different applica¬ 
tions and explained the 
pros and cons of each 
with the students. The 
crew installed 200 feet 
of fence in just minutes 
demonstrating their skill 
at the task. Atchison 
explained to the students 
that it was easier because 
they were using a fence 
post driver he had been 
able to design and build 
himself and reinforced 
with the students how 
important math, engi¬ 
neering and record keep¬ 
ing skills had been as he 
had started and devel¬ 
oped his own business.

A breakdown of good fats and bad fats 


We need to eat more 
fat. 

I bet that’s not what 
you were expecting to 
hear. Not in today’s 
world of low-fat, low- 
calorie diets, but fat is no 
longer a dirty word. 

When it comes to the 
fats you consume, there 
are green-light fats, 
yellow-light fats and red- 
light fats. So, it is really 
true that all fat was not 
created equal. 

Let’s look at all three 
of these fat types. 

Green-light fats are 
also known as monoun- 
saturated fat. 

These fats are usually 
plant-based and liquid at

room temperature. They 
reduce bad cholesterol, 
and so can reduce the 
risk of heart attack or 
stroke. 

They may also help aid 
insulin response and help 


with blood sugar control. 

Some examples of 
these good oils are olive 
oil and sunflower oil and 
avocados. Moderation is 
important as in all foods 
because even good fats 
have high caloric con¬ 
tent. 

Yellow-light fats are 
also known as polyun¬ 
saturated fats. 

These fats are also liq¬ 
uid at room temperature. 
These fats break apart 
easily in digestion. 

Polyunsaturated fats 
help improve blood cho¬ 
lesterol levels and may 
help reduce the risk of 
heart disease. 

They are also thought 


to decrease the risk of 
Type 2 diabetes. These 
fats are commonly 
known as omega-3 and 
omega-6 fatty acids, 
which is nutritionally 
important because they 
are not created in our 
bodies through other 
means. 

So, it is essential to 
incorporate these essen¬ 
tial fatty acids in our 
diets.
